FROM OUR EUROPEAN CORRESPONDET.

Loxpox, July 24, 1867.

M. Editor;/—1 stepped inte the
House of Lords for the purpose of seeing the
moble Lords, and hearing their remarks (as
they were in turn wakensd up) on Lord
Shaftesbury's “‘Clerical Vestments Bill," It
appears that last evening the noble Lord gave
notice that he wounld move the bill (althongh
& pretty heavy lift for one man) in the Housze
this evening. He explained the reason for
8o doing, the adoption of unusual, expensive,
and, in many cuses, of had fitting vestments
by certain of the clergy, had created con-
riderable anxiety and dissatisfaction, par.
ticularly among the clergy of third-rate
“livings.” That their use would incur an ex-
pense that was not convenient for the clergy in
rural districts, with rising families, and was
consequently operating injuriously to the in-
terests of the Fstallishment, and which has
heretofore been run satisfactorily without snch
an expensive mode of advertising, Premising
that he desired no innovation, he cited nume-
rous authorities (while the other noble Lords
were asleep) to show that for the last three
centuries the surplice was the only olerical
vestment that had been sanctioned; that more
than that was an objectionabls surplus. (Hear!
hiear | among the reporters, which demonstra-
tion was 5o lond as to awaken the Agexnsuor
or Caxrersvny.) He algo said he would read
the Bill, if the noble Lords were willing,

The noble Lord said that this bill of thirty-
five pounds and over was not only onerons to
small parties, bnt in violation of the Canons of
the Chl.ll"l‘!h, purm,-n!nrly the Canon of 1004,

Lord John Russell roge and said:—*“It wath
time that th-th-thome of the Cannoth of the
Ch-Ch-Chuweh wath altered. The Empewow
of the Fwench wath do-do-doing that with hith

The Archbishop of Canterbury sald it was in
the hands of a Commission, and he would like
to hear & report before any of the Canons were
altered; that perhaps action in certain circum-
gtanced onghit not to be allowed,

Lord Jehn said:—*1 d-d-dont think the
el-el-oficiengy of aw-aw Cannon conthists in a
lond wepowt, and Thir Jwames Awmstwong
ith of wmy op-op-opinion."

Lord SBhaftesbury said he anticipated some
objections might be offered to the bill, but he
asserted the necessity of immedinte aotion, as
the churches that were running ritnaliatio

scos were drawing full bonses, to the great
injury of the smaller churohes; he wanted
jmumediate action, for if the matter got into the
hands of & Royal Commission it would be ex-
tended over eight or ten years, aud in thé
meantime olose up the non-rituslistio churches
in the metropolls, We musi not pat the

ritualistio musele on the ox that treadseth out
yhe grain,

Lord Russell rose and satd:—*‘I w-w-would
wetligve the tinssle from 4he Omnnoth of
the Chawoh if it hindeth thelr ef-ol-afiulency,
I wew-would, by Jove " (Suppressed tittering
in the Reporters® Gallery.)

Lord Shaftesbury, after quoting from varions
publications of the Ritoalists, to show the
rapid strides they were making towards a
Romish ceremonial doctrine, expressed his
conviction that, nnless they interfered with it,
the bedy of the Church would be highly in-
oenged, partinlarly if the censers were glvan
full swing. (Hear! hear!)

Lord John said that was “vewy good for the
no-no-noble Lord."”

The Archbishop of Canterbury, having
wakened up at this little sensation, said he
thonght the bill that had just been rend was
not objectionable; indeed, it was very mode-
rate. In his Cathedral they used twelre
bonquet-holders, twelve censers, and one hun.
dred and forty-four candles at a pop, He
therefore moved that the whole thing be re-
ferred to a Royal Comumission, with power to
curtail the ritnal, or to adapt

A CANGK OF THE CHURCH
to the new order of things.

Lord Russell moved *‘that they bs bweech-

londers, for the doctwines of Thaint Peter
mutht give w-w-way to th-th-thalt petre, by
Joval®?
Lord Shaftesbury, who was awake during
the whole of the debate, as well as Lord John
declined to agree to the amendment referring
the matter to a Royul Commission, saying that
the bill in that case would experience a fate not
unlike to a “*Ward in Chanvery."

Lord John said that “a {-f-fellowtlh’s Lead in
Chancewy ith a motht inef-ef-eflicient place to
have a f-f-fallowtli's head."
The Bishop of London, who was now awake,
admitted that a great evil did exist, bot they
must have charity. He remembered when
at the Covent Garden Theatre the legitimate
drama would not “draw,’ and the manager
told him it became necessary occasionally
to resort to the spectacular drama to
attract the masses, A show-piece has saved
the fortunes of many an esta blishment besides
Covent Garden. (Hear! hearl) So with
your ritualizm, It is the show-piece brought
on by the wanagers to save a dwindling con-
gregation, (Hear ! lhear!)
Lord John Russell moved that “we diweot the
services wather than pwohibit them; that the
line should fowm at the d-d-dow and move up
the m-m-middle aisle at half-patht ten pwe-
thithely, and that they be well dwilled. It
mutht ‘dwaw,” b-b-by Jove!" (Hensation.)

Lord Devon warned the liouse againgt adopt-
ing apparently harsh legislation. e had ob-
served onoe in the streets of London a ornel
drayman beating a balky horse, but the aui-
mal was stubborn and refused to move, A
gentleman stepped from the sidewalk, and,
taking some mud out of the gutter, rubbed the
horse’s nose with it, whén he walked off at o
brisk pace, The astonished drayman asked
the stranger what virtne there was in the
Ymud 1" e replied, “Nothing: it only gave
the horse a new idea.”” Now, perhaps this
mud of Ritualism, rubbed on the noss of balky
workers In the Establishment, may give them
a vew idea, and start them right on anew. He
would approve waiting, and see if they would
pull better, before he condemned it,

REVIEW OF NHEHW BOOKS.

HAnrer's HAND-BOOK roR TRAVELLERS IN
Eunore AND THE Easy. Hy W. Pembroke
Fetridge, New York : Harper Brothors, Ilhl!n.
Phllndelphin Agonts: J. B. Lippincott & Co.

Until within a few years past, American
travellers in any section of the Old World were
olliged to rely upon the cumbrous and expen-
#ive Hand-Booka published by Murray, many
of which were altogether too voluminous to be
serviceabls to one who was taking merely a
running tour over the Continent. Harper's
Hand-Book wad established about six years
ago, and as it is subjected Lo an annual revision
for corrections and additions, the number just
isgned will Le found entirely reliable, and of
almost incaloulable service to the American
abroad. The volume contains 662 double-
column pages, in clear type, and printed on
excellent paper. Not only does it embrace full
desoriptions of all the objects and places of
interest in Xurope, but a large share of its
space is devoted to Kgypt, Syria, and Pales-
tine, and even the popular resorts and romantic
localities of the United Btates and Canadas are
briefly sketohed.

AN ARCTIC BOAT JOURNEY IN THE AUTUMN OF

The interest excited by the adventures of
Dr. Elisha Kent Kane and his companions, in the
Aretie regions, has not yet abated; and every
reliable volnme bearing upon the subject
which [ssues from the press is sure to meet
with a cordial reception. Our fellow-towns-
man, Dr. Hayes, accompanied Dr. Kane on his
second expedition, in the capacity of surgeon.
In the antmwnn of 1854, when the brig Ad-
vance was immovably fixed in Renssalaer
harbor, Dr, Kane despatched a party of eight
men to Upernavik, in North Greenland, the
nearest point inhabited by civilized beings.
This expedition was almost in the character
of a forlorn hope, and was placed wunder

the command of Dr. Hayes; but after
the most exciting apd perilous adven-
tures, during a period of almost four

months, he and his companions were foroed to
return to the ice-bound brig without attaining
their object. Dr. llayes’ graphic and enter-
taining narrative of this episode in Arctio
life was first given to the public in 1560, and,
from the asgociations of the suthor with the
lamented Dr. Kane, met with a large and
ready sale. A new edition is now issued froin
the press, containing many items entirely
new, aud of peculiar value to those who are
interested in the subject. The additional mat-
ter embraces notes on the Open Polar Sea,
which was first discovered in 1854, by Mr.
Morton, of Dr. Kane's Second Expedition, and
was subsequently reached by the author dur-
ing his recent voyage in another and
more mortherly quarter; on  Grinnell
Land, a strip of territory projeoting into the
Open Polar Sea, and the most northern known
land on the globe, which was discovered by
the author in 1854, and on a subsequent visit,
in 1861, traced to within less than four hun-
dred and fifty miles of the North Pole; and on
the great Mer de (lace of North Groenland,
which was discovered in 1853, by Dr. Hayes
and Mr. Wilson, and revigited by the former
in 1800, when he made over it a journey un-
like anything of the kind ever undertaken,
On account of these new features, the volume
before us cannot fail to prove attractive, even
to those who have perused the former edition,
while for many it will possess all the charmns
of novelty throughout,
